Honoured Sir, 


Preſent here a Diſcourſe to you which T preach'd to 
| Pariſh the Sunday after we had heard of the 
Death of our late — : By which you may 
ſee how faithfull I am to my Traſt, in inſtruiting them 
to give unto Cxſar the things that are Czfar's, as unto 
God the things that are God's. And I think it was . 
receiv'd by them with that reſpet and affettion, that 
is due from all honeſt and good men to a Diſcourſe of 
this nature. A while : I had the opportunity to 
Preach it in the Cathedral at Lincoln, where #t was 
tindly reſented by many Loyal perſons, of whom the 
nmber is very great in that City. But there were a 
few Heterogeneous men crept in among them that were 
as much difeated at it, and no fooner out of the Church, 
but they fell to calumniate and belye me, perverting 
my intentions and laying to my charge things that I 
never ſaid: So that to wvindicate my ſelf from the 
Aſperfions of theſe men I have made the Sermon publick 
as you ſee it, after the (ſame Copy by which Tſpoke it. Tt 
will, preſume, endure ſuch apublick Teſt : For upon a tri

review I find nothing there but what is agreealble tg 
the Doftrine of our Church, and the late General ac, 
nowledgments of our Loyal Nobility, Gentry and 
Clergy in their Addreſſes to His Sacred Majeſty. Aud 
therefore I queſtion not your Favourable acceptance of 
it in particular. As it hath, ſo it needs, nothing elſe 
to. commend it to you, but the Loyalty of it, which, 
it is Argument enough that you approve of, in all its 
Appearances, becauſe at the Critical time of Trial you 
abhor'd and withſtood the Unnatural and Unchriſfia 
Bill of Excluſion ; and the ſame Party, which, iy 
thoſe days of iniquity, would have Excluded His 
Sacred Majeſty from his three Kingdoms, would have 
alſo excluded you from the Parliament. 

That all —"_ Parliaments may confiſt of ſuch 
worthy Members as you, ſuch as will diſtingaiſh betwixt 
Religion and fattion, legality and oninſice, ſach as- 
will be as True to the Church and State as the King is 
pleaſed to be Gratious to them, is the earneſt prayer

------T here is no Power but of God, the Powers 
that be are ordained of God. | 


AVING receivd the fad tidings of 
the Death of our moſt Gratious Sove- 
reign Charles the Second, I think it re- 
quiſite to ſay ſomething, as early as [ 
can, that will be ſuitable to it: And 


therefore I pitch upon this Subject as proper and- 


ſcaſonable to exerciſe your Devotions at this time. 

In theſe words Saint. Pas! plainly teacheth this 
Dottrine- 

That all Kings or Supreme Governours of Nations 
are Conſtituted of Almighty God, and Rule ſolely by 
his Divine pleaſure and Authority. 

I ſhall clear this unto you, and then draw an infe- 
rence or two from it. | 


Firſt, This was eminently true of the ſeveral Go- 
vernours of the Fews. They had all particular and 
apparent Signatures and Impreſſes of the Image and 
Authority of God upon them. For when from all 
the Nations of the World God had ſet apart the Fews 
to be the Object of his more immediate care, he is 
faid to have ſent Moſes to be a Ruler and Deliverer 
wnto them by the hand of the Angel which appeared to 
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kim in the Buſh: By reaſon of —_—_— ſo 
ſignally conferr'd by God, he was intituted King 7 
Feſhnrun when the Heads of the People and the Tribes 
of Iſrael were gather d together. And when God was 
pleaſed to remove his ſervant Moſes to a Crown of 


Glory in Heaven, he nominated Zoſhuah to ſucceed 


him in the fame Authority. And after the removal 


of Joſtuah, he raiſed up Judges to them, men of ab-

ſolute and uncontrollable power for the time they 
continued, inferiour to Kings onely in the title. And 
laſtly, to oblige them with variety of diſpenfations, at 
their own delire and according to a former promiſe of 
making them every way as Glorious as the Nations 
round about them, he gave them many Governours 
with the Title of Kings too, to go out before them and 


fight ther battels. 


But although the Kingdom of Z/7rae! might ſeem 
here to have had a more ſignal deſignation and her 
Governours a more particular commiſſion from God 
than any other, yet 


Secondly, the Gentile Rulers were as truly the 
Miniſters and Vicegerents of God 1n their reſpeCtive 
Dominions though not fo remarkably.- Thus Syracides 
ſaith, in the diviſion of the Nations of the whole 


Earth, God ſet a Ruler over every people, but. Iſrael 


is the Lord's portion. And the fame is ſignified by 
the men whom we are certain God infprr'd to reveal 
the truth. 

The Prophet David, ſpeaking of Rulers in General 
calleth them Gods and the children of the moſt 
High. 

And that of Solomon is as General. By me Xings 

| Reign 
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Reign and Princes decree Fuſtice, By me Princes Rule 
and Nobles even all the Fudges of the Earth. 

And particularly, in the Prophecy of /ſaiah, Cyrus 1. 44. 23 
the King of Perfia is ſtyled the Shepherd and the A- *” * 
nointed of the Lord. And in the Prophecyof Fere- 
miah, Nebuchadnezzar, King of Babylon'is ſtyled his Jer. 27. 6. 
Servant. And the Prophet Danze! telleth that King 
expreſly, The God of Heaven hath given thee a King- Pa 2: 37: 
dom, Power and Strength and Glory. 

The Son of God himſelf faid as much, when he 
confeſſed that Power by which Plate acted under the J9bn 15 11: 
Roman Emperour to be giver him from above. 

And fo his Apoſtle in the Text in the Reign of a 
Heathen faith, There is no Power but of God, the 
Powers that be are ordained of God. 


Accordingly the firſt Chriſtians taught. 7renzus L. 5. Conrr. 


faith, that by whoſe appointment men are born by #": 
his appointment Princes are conſtituted. 7ertullian Apel. c. 35. 
faith, that they have their Power thence whence they 
have their Spirit. So Optatus, There is no perſon i. 3- 
Superiour to the Emperour but God onely, who or- 
dained the Emperour. 

Nay, the wiſer Heathens that had any ſenſe of Reli- 
g10n had the fame ſentiments of the Divinity of Re- 

al Power. This is the meaning of that Benediction of 

e Queen of Sheba, when ſhe was full of Admiration 


at the Wiſedom of Solomon, Bleſſed be the Lord thy 1 King. 15.9, 


God which delighted in ghee to ſet thee on the Throne of 

Iſrael + becauſe the Lord loved Iſrael for ever therefore 

made he thee King to doe Judgment and Fuftice. | 
The Romans in their Lex Fulza adjudged the fame Vhian L. 7. 


puniſhment to Treaſon as to Sacrilege, as looking upon 5.77 jr 


an injury done to their Prince, to bean injury alfo to #. ad Ly. 
their 7 maj 
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Gods ; whoſe place of power upon Earth the Prince 
ſupplied. * The Kings ot Egypt had Aſps uſually repre- 
* {ſented upon their Crowns, to expreſs the Holyneſs of 
<* their perſons, whom none ought to diſhonour or 
« injure without a ſignal puniſhment 3 as being the moſt 
« Sacred Images and Licutenants of God upon Earth. 
So firmly did the better ſort of Heathens, who be- 
lieved an inviſible over-ruling Being, believe likewiſe 
the power of Kings to be derived from it. 

Now, it does not invalidate this Truth. 1. That 
ſome Princes exerciſe their power T7yrannically and 
Rule wickedly, oppreſſing and murthering their Sub- 
jets. For the power is nevertheleſs of God though 
it be abuſed and perverted by men. As it 1s 1n the 
” caſeof Epiſcopacy, the ſpiritual power, by which the 
Bithops govern the Church, muſt be acknowledged 
to be received from Chriſt, though the Biſhop of 
Rome Tyrannize in the exerciſe of it: So it is in the 
caſe of Kingiſhip and Regality, God muſt be own'd 
to have conveyed and conſigned over the Temporal 
Power to all Princes though the Grand Seigniour of 
the Turks, and others, play the Tyrants within their 
Dominions. And yet we may not here conceive God 
to be Authour of the wickedneſs, as of the Power, 
tor it is the Power onely not the abuſe of it that is from 
God : The /atter proceeds from the Prince's evil 
heart alone. God maketh him a Prince, and he, 
through the corruption of his Nature and the mali- 
tious Temptation of th2 Devil, finds out many in- 
ventions to. doe wickedly. The Kingly Power as 
. other good and perfect Gitts do, deſcendeth from God, 
although they may be all ſome time or other abusd 
by evil inſtruments and to evil ends and purpoſes. 


Our 
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Our Saviour intimated this in granting Pzlate's power 
to be from Heaven, by whom he knew he ſhould be 
ſentenced to dye as a Maletaftour. St. Paul did the 
ſame, ſpeaking the Text in the days of Claudius or 
Nero, two'ot the worſt of men and the greateſt Ty- 
rants that ever were. Neither 2. doth it invalidate 
this Truth that ſome Princes come to this Power by 
Conqueſt, ſome by Elettion, and others by Inheritance. 
For theſe are but ſeveral ways and means of Convey- 
ance and Inveſtiture ; they are but as Conduit Pipes to 
carry the Water from the Fountain to ſeparate places : 
Still the Power is deriv'd from God to the Prince, by 
which ſoever of theſe means he . be inveſted with ir. 
1. Although he fight for it, and by the Sword, ma- 
keth his way' to the Throne, yet when he is placed 
there, he ſitteth as God's YVicegerent, having no Super- 
intendent but God : The People are all ſubje&ted to 
him by right of Conqueſt. 

Or fay it be 2. By Elefion, by the Yotes and 
Conſent of the People that he is ſeated on the Throne, 
yet being once there, he becomes their Sovereign 
Lord, Ruling by a Power Superiour to theirs. For 
the Power is God's, not the Peoples : They ace onely 
God's inſtruments in conferring the Regalia's; and 
when the Ceremony 1s over, have no more to doe, but 
to obey. | | 

And if it hold true in Conquer'd and EleFive King- peut. 21.15. 
doms then how much rather 3. In all thoſe Nations 
where the Crowns are Hereditary ; the way which 
God appointed in /ſrae/ before "their fettlement in 
Canaan, and after it, did ſo ſignally bleſs in a nume- 
rous Succeſſion of Heirs. 


In all ZZereditary Kingdoms the people have no- 
B thing 
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thing to doe but, upon the Death of their King, im- 
mediately to obey the next Heir Apparent, and hum- 
bly to recognize him for their nat Their 4p- 
probation or Conſent here is of no ſignification. ; for he 
is born to Reign over them, and whether they will 
or no, doth rightfully inherit that Power which God 
hath entailed upon his Family. 

And (to ſpeak ſomething here particularly of our 
own Nation) thus it is, thanks be to God, in the 
Kingdom of England. (And we have reaſon-tothank 
God for it, becauſe we are hereby free from many 
miſchiefs which unayoidably attend the change of 
Kings upon Conqueſts or Popular Elections. ) 

Here God hath, for many Ages paſt, by wonder- 
full Providences made known the Family that is to- 
Govern us, ſo certainly and ſo apparently, that none 
but he that deſires to be a Rebel to God and the King 
will ever diſpute the Title. Whence it is become a 
Maxime in our Law that-the King never dieth. And 
that nothing is to be afſented to-1n. Parliament which 
tendeth- to the diſinheriſon. of the Crown. Hence 
alſo we find it ever ſubſcribed to thoſe Enſigns of 
Royalty, which deſcend perpetually with the Crown, 
Dieu Et Mon Droit, God and my Right. So in all 
publick Edi&ts we find this inſerted, Dez Grati4 Rex, 
By the Grace of God King of Erg/and: And upon 
Twelve ſeveral Feſtival days in the year, our King 
offereth upon the Altar a ſum of Gold to God, i» 
figmum ſpecialis Dominii, as-a publick Acknowledge. 
ment 'That by his Grace alone he 1s King. And this 
every man of us ſolemnly aſlenteth to, that taketh the 
Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy. * In the Oath 
of Allegiance, we promiſe to bear Faith and _ 
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_ « Allegiance to his Majeſty his Heirs and Succeſſours, 
« In the Oath of Supremacy, we firit utterly teſtific 
« and declare that the King's Highneſs is the onely 
« Supreme Governour in this Realm; And do there- 
« fore promiſe that we will bear Faith and True Al- 
© legiance to the King's Highneſs, his Heirs, and Law- 
« full Succeſſours, and will to our power aſſiſt and 
« defend all Juriſdictions, Privileges, Preheminences 
«* and Authorities granted or belonging to the King's 
* Highneſs, his Hcirs and Succeſſours, or united and 
« annext to the Imperial Crown of this Realm. 

So that by the way we may wonder at the great 
impiety of our late pretending Patriots, who with ſo 
much heat and boictnels Voted the Excluſion of the 
Rightfull Heir, in p/2in contradiction not onely to 
their Natural Allegiance wat allo to their Promiſes and 
Declarations fojeuin!y mice by theſe Oaths. They 
ought, I think, to ieek God and the Ki'g's Pardon, 
or 2 publick Repentance: And when they are fo 
ingenuous, and not before, we may in Charity hope, 
that they will be better Chriſtians and better Subjects 
for the future. : 

But, to convince you mere fully that our King, by 
the unalterable Right of Inheritance Succeeding to 
the Crown, Raigneth by God, and him onely, ler us 
2 little diſtintly conſider, that there is neither perſon 
or thing within his Dominions but what are ſubje&t 
to him, as by the ordinance of God, and right reaſon, 
ſo likewiſe by -our own publick conceflions. The 
People are all fo, and fo are the Laws. The People 
of this Nation whether /mgly or Repreſentatively con- 
ſidered are ſubjett to the Xing. 


If we look upon them in their #g/e perſons, one 
2 - ) 
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of them can pretend equality with or ſuperiority. to 
his Prince > Who indeed but he that is as mad as-the 
man in Bedlam, that vainly imagins himſelf to be a 
King. 

Or look upon them Repreſentatively, in the Charch 
or in the Parliament, in both they are ſubjeF to him, 
firſt in the Church. 

The Church as humbly and as exprefly as ſhe can 
acknowledgeth the King's Supremacy and her own ſub- 
jeftion, In her 37th Article ſhe faith.. ** The King's 
* Majeſ!y hath the chief Power in his Realm of Exg- 
land and other his Dominions, unto whom the 
chief Government of all Eſtates: of this Realm 
* whether they be Eccleſiaſtical or Civil, in all Cauſes 
&* doth appertain, and is not nor ought to be ſubject 
to any Foreign Juriſdiction. To.which ſhe addeth, 
Whereas we attribute to the- King's Majeſty the 
* chief Government, by which Titles we find the 
* minds of ſome ſlanderous folks to be offended, we 
* pjve not to our Princes-the miniſtering, either of 
* God's Word or of the Sacraments, but that onely 
* Prerogative which we ſee to have been givenalways 
to all Godly Princes in holy Scriptures by God him- 
* ſelf, that is, that they ſhould rule all Eſtates and de- 
* grees.committed. to their charge by. God whether 
they be Eccleſiaſticalor Temporal,and reſtrain with 
«. the Civil Sword the ſtubborn: and evil doers. 

In the 3 part of her Homilie of Obedience ſhe faith, 
© This is God's Ordinance God's: Commandments 
* and God's Holy Will that the whole Body of every 
« Realm and all the Members and parts of the fame 
** ſhall be ſubje to their Head their King. 

The like is ſaid by her in the 5:4 part of her Ho- 
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milie againſt Rebellion. © The holy Scriptures do 
« teach moſt expreſly that our Saviour Chriſt himſelf 
«* and his Apoſtles St. Pazd, St. Peter with others 
« were unto the Magiſtrates and Higher Powers, 

« which Ruld upon their being upon Earth both obe- 

« dient themſelves, and did alſo diligently and ear- 

« neſtly exho:t all other Chriſtians to the like obed!- 
« ence unto: their Princes and Governours, whereby 

* jt is evident that men of the Clergy and Ecclefi- 

« aſtical Miniſters as their Succeſlours, ought both 

« themſelves ſpecially and before others to be obedient 

* unto their Princes and alſo to exhort all others unto 

< the ſame. Our Saviour Chriſt likewiſe teaching by 

« his DoQtrine that his Kingdom was not of this World 

« did by his example in fleeing from thoſe that would 

* have made him King confirm the ſame : Expreſly 

« alfo forbidding his Apoſtles and by them the whole 

« Clergy all Princely Dominion over People and Na- 

* tions ;- and he and his holy Apoſtleslikewiſe, name- 

* ly Peter and Paul did forbid unto all Eccleſiaſtical 

« Miniſters Dominion over the Church of Chriſt. 

So in her 55th Canon ſhe requires her Preachers See Can. 36. 

before their: © Sermons to pray for the King's Moſt 

« Excellent Majeſty as Defender of the Faith and Su- 

* preme Governour within this Realm and all other 

*, his Dominions and Countries over all perſons in all 

« Cauſes as well Eccleſiaſtical as Civil. | 

And as this Supremacy is now acknowledged, ſo See Ful- 


ood's Roma 


it has been granted by-the Church of Zug/and to her z,,< .. 
King ever ſince ſhe was a Church, except for thoſe 
ſmall ſpaces of time that the Pope uſurp' it after the 
Norman Conqueſt. But in Zerry VIII. Reign it was 


fully reſum'd and with the- concurrence ot all the 
Eſtates 
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Eſtates in Parliament reſettled in the King. Andu 
this principle our Reſormation from all the other Po- 
piſh corruptions was founded, viz. that the King had 
the Supreme Power in the Nation, and by that might 
proteſt againſt and reform all the Papal Abuſes which 
had corrupted the Church and Kingdom. And there- 
fore thoſe Sets and Parties of men amongſt us, the 
Presbyterians, Independents, Anabaptiſts, Quakers, &c. 
are not to be accounted of our Church becauſe they 
deny the King's Supremacy. But are Retainers ſill 
to the Church of Rome, being not yet reform'd from 
this Romiſh corruption, of ſubjecting the X7xg to the 
Church. Next, as the Church 1s ſubjett to the Xing, 
ſo is the Parliament. The Parliament 1s called by 
the King's Writ. And when they meet they own his 
Supremacy and promiſe Allegiance to him upon Oath. 
During their Seflion, they can makeno Laws by them- 
ſelves, but onely adviſe, propound and petition what 
may be for the good of the Nation : And therefore 
are called the Great Council of it, conſiſting of Three 
Eſtates, The Lords Spiritual and Temporal and The 
Commons; the latter of which is faid not to have been 
before the Reign of Hexry III. who required their 
preſence to Stem the Tide of his Barons Rebellion. 
And although ſince through a long Tra&t of Time 
and the conceſſions of ſome Kings they have a claim to 
certain privileges yet ſure not to that of Supremacy 
or Coordination with their Prince. For any or al of 
them to ſay they are above or equal with him is a 
contradiction as well in Reaſon as Terms. For beſides 
what is urg'd before, they may be adjourn'd, remov'd 
prorogu'd, or difſolv'd as the King pleaſeth. They live 
and die, are and are not by one breath of his mouth. 
Whence 
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"Whence he is faid to be Principium, Capur &» Finis Par- 
[amenti. And to put all out of doubt of it, ſeveral 
Parliaments have in ſeveral Acts and Statutes acknow- 
ledged the Xing's Supremacy and Sovereignty over them 
addreſſing to him under the Title ot our Gratzous 
Sovereign,” and. our Dread Sovereign Lord the King, 
His Moſt Excellent Majeſty, &c. calling themſelves 
his moſt dutrifuZ and Loyal ſubjefts. None ever de- 
nied it but the Long Parliament under King Charles T. 
which was therefore ſince by another declared to be a 
Rebel Parliament. 


Laſtly, the King is not ſujet to the Coercive Power 
of the Law. + There is no Law made but with His 
Royal Afent : And when the Law is in force it can 
have no . power over him, becauſe the Authority it 
hath, it receiveth from him both as to the Bezng and 
Execution of it. He can in dubious caſes interpret 
the meaning, in ſevere caſes remit the rigour, and at 


any time ſuſpend the penalty of the Law. All Suits, all 


Proceſſes at Law, all judicial proceedings whatfoever 
are from him. All other our Magiſtrates Act by Com- 
miſion from him ; and when he thinks good. to recall 
his Commiſſons, are no more than przvate perſons, 
without rule, without power. Hence was occaſioned 
that Loyal Motto upon the Rings of ſome of our 
Late created Serjeants at the Law 4 Deo Rex, 4 Rege 
Lex : 3. e. the Power. the King hath is from God, 
the Power the Law hath is from the King, 

All this ſure ſpeaketh him not ſubje& to the Coers 
cive Power of the Law. And what ?: Although it be 
confeſs d that at his Coronation he taketh an Oath 
before the People to Govern. by the Law: Yet is he 
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not therefore Coordinate with or inferiour - to -the 
people or the Law, becauſe it giveth him no Right or - 
Title td the Government : The Right and Title he 
hath are Antecedent. *Both the Crowning and Procla- 
ming of him are onely Publick Declarations that he is 
by Birth-Right in-Lawfull Poſſeſſion of it. 

And if he ſhould not obſerve his Coronation Oath, 
who ſhall fay to him thou art wicked and ungodly 2 
What Law is there that can reach his Sacred Perſon 2 
Or what particular manor company of men canexhibit 
a Commiſſion from God to judge and condemn him ? 

But I ſhall proſecute this Argument no farther. 
Enough is ſaid to convince any reaſonable man. 

Thus T have made it clear to you that all Kings or 
other. Supreme Governours of Nations are Ordained 


| of God, and owe their Sovereignty to God and God 


onely, by what ways or methods ſoever they be in- 
veſted with it, whether by Conqueſt, Elettion or 
Inheritance. And that the King of Exgland in parti- 
cular, whoReigneth over us by the indiſputable Right 
of Inheritance, is as truly God's Miniſter and Vice- 
gerent as any other Prince can be, knowing no Supe- 
riour but God. 


Let us now draw an Inference or two from the pre- 
miſſes. 


Firſt, Kings having their Being from God, when 
God takes away from a Nation-a Good and Grations 
Eirg, one that Rules as well after his Example and 
Wil, as by his Power, it becomes matter of publick 
mourning and lamentation. 

| Cruelty and Oppreſſion are things ſo odious in their 
Nature, and ſo miſchievous in their conſequences, 


(being 
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(being as prolifick of evilsas Pandora's Box, Murther, 
Depopulation, and a long, (Fc. attending) that a Tyran- 
nical Prince ſoon groweth uneaſie to his people ; the 
men as wicked as himſelf are weary of him, impatient 
for his death, curſe and abhor him, wiſh and conſpire 
hisruine. And though the good man daresnot doe this, 
becauſe his Religion will not ſuffer it, yet upon his fall 
helifts up his eyes to Heaven and bleſſeth God for the 
deliverance whilſt he hates the Treaſon. Whereas on 
the contrary, Love and Clemency, and all the other 
Qualities of a Godlike .Prince are fo amiable and at- 
tractive, ſo produttive of publick benefits, peace and 
plenty andevery thing that conduces to make a Nation 
happy, that when theſe are manifeſted, the people re- 


Joyce .in their Prince, while Living, as the Lzght of 


their eyes and the Breath of therr Noſtrils; they love 
him as-their Father, and depend upon him as their 
Saviour. The profane equally with the pious are ready 
to riſe up andcall him 4/efed; to eſteem his Life worth 
tenthouſand of their own and to offer up themſelves 
and all they have in defence of his Royal Perſon, 
But when God, who gavethem this bleſſing from Hea- 
ven, is pleas'd to'call it thither again, than theſe Great 
Rejoycings are immediately converetd into ſorrows as 
exceſſive. They look upon their Prince indeed to be 
bappy, but upon themſelves to be forlorn and miſerable. 

therefore as Rachel, when ſhe had loſt the Darlings 
of her AfﬀeCtions, they grieveand will not be comforted, 


.till Nature hath had her Fill of Grief, or the ſorrow 


be in ſome: - meaſure ur to the loſs. 
This hath been the general ſenſe of the World from 
the beginning of it.

The viſible 
aſſurance they had of the continuance of God's ſpe- 
cial care over them, the Divine Accompliſhments of 
Foſhuah his Succeſſour, their earneſt expeRations of 
y Canaan, could 'not divert that mighty forrow which 
q they had conceived at the death of this excellene 
| | Prince, who had preferv'd and brought them through 
the perils of the Wilderneſs to the confines of the 
promis'd Land. 

So at the death of their King Jofrah all JFaudah and 
> Chron, 25. Jeruſalem mourned. And Jerimiah lamented for Jo- 
2- fiah, and all the finging men and ſinging women ſpake 

of Fofiah in their lamentations, and made them an or- 
dinance in Iſrael, and behold they are written in their 
lamentations. He had: purged their Religion from all 
Heatheniſh ſuperſtitions, he had repair'd their Tem- 
ple, and reſtord the Worſhip of it to its primitive 
purity, and ſo had endear'd them to God and himſelf, 
And they thought in return, rhey could do nothing 
roo much to perpetuate the memory of his Goodneſs: 
And therefore, befides their mournfall Elegies at his 
Funeral, they tranſmitted their. Griets to poſterity in 
2 Book of Lamentations.

Zuing.Theatr- Upon the death of Conftantine rhe Great in Nicome- 
+1» 1+ dia, the firſt Chriſtian Emperour (who had not on 
embrac'd Chriſtianity himſelf but had induſtrion 
promoted it throughout the Empire) his Souldiers 
wo were 1o overcome with ſorrow, that they tore ther 
| Cloaths, caſt themſelves proſtrate upon: che ground, 
| :daſhing rheir Heads againſt the wall, omitting no out- 
' ward expreſſion of Griet that a ſorrowtnll heart eotld 
dictate, crying out in dolefull Accents that they m_

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loſt a Protectour, a Guardian and a Father. The 
Citizens, at- the ſame time, as men out of their wits, 
ran howling about the ſtreets, not able to ſuppreſs 
their Grief within : Others, as men amaz'd, walk'd 
ftently about with their Heads hanging down ; all : | 
complaining that they were no longer poſſeſlours of | 
the comforts of this life. And antwerable to this {

Senate for 7rtus YVeſpafran, one of their Heathen Em- 
perours (a Prince fo urn - fam'd for his Vertues, - 
that his Motto was Prenceps bonus Orbis amor) upon | 
the news of his death they ruſhed into the Curia, and 
there bewail'd their : loſs of him in Panegyrical Ora- 
tions, and could not be fatisfied till they had decreed 
him the honourot an Apotheolis, till they had Deify'd, 
and plac'd him amongſt the reſt of their Supernal 
Gods, whence they might hope for ſome tarther Ex- 
periments of his favour and protection.

| wits end: Every eye was ready to drop a tear and 
every heart to breath a ſigh. Ithink I may truly fay, 
ni never was King of England ſo generally and ſo hearti- 
| ly lamented. And is was no more than was due to a 
Prince ſo extraordinary Good as he was, a Prince that 
| exceeded all others in a benign and gratious Govern- 
| ment ; a Prince (toſay all of him we can inalittle) than 
whom we cannot expect, we cannot wiſh, we cannot 
pray for a better. And I queſtion not but his Me- 

mory will be ever pretious with us, and we ſhall 

never mention him now dead but with that reſpe&t 

and honour that we ſerv'd him when alive. Onely, 

here, I would adviſe that we refle&t not on him as 

men without hope ; but as we look with an eye of 

ſorrow back upon him, fo that with an eye of joy 

we would look forward upon his Succeſſour, our 

preſent King, Fames II. by a true Lineal deſcent fea- 

ted upon the Throne of his Fathers ; that we would 

hope from him all the generous Adtions of his An- 

celtours. We ſhall be very ungratefull and unworthy 

if we doe otherwiſe : For this moſt Serene Prince hath 

more than once expos'd his Life to the mouth of the 
devouring Cannon, and the as'mercileſs Sea, for our 
preſervation. And ſince the Death of his Royal Bro- 

ther hath been pleasd to give his Royal Word to 

preſerve this Government both in Church and State as 

'tis now by Law Eſtabliſhed. A diſtruſtof that would 

be an odious ſuſpicion of his want of the ſenſe ot Con- 

ſcience and Honour. It would be likewiſe an impious 

diſtruſt of God's Good Providence over us. For we 

Proy. 21. 1. are told by Solomon, The King's Heart is in the Hand 
of the Lord as the Rivers of Water « He turneth it 

whether- 
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whetherſoever he wi, So much to our firſt Inference. 


Secondly, Kings having their Being and Authority 
from God, are to be obey'd. So St. Paul argues in 
this firſt verſe of his 1374 Chap. to the Romans, Let 
every Soul be ſubjett to the Figher Powers ; for there } 
is no Power but of God, the Powers that be are or- | ' 
dained of God. And the like at the 47h verſe, &c. He | 
is the Miniſter of God, a Revenger to execute wrath 
upon him that doth evil; wherefore ye muſt needs be 
{ljes, not onely for wrath, but alſo for Conſcience ſake : 

For, for this cauſe pay ye Tribute alſo, for they are | 
God's Miniſters attending continually on this very thing. k 
Render therefore to all their Dues; Tribute to whom | 
Tribute is due, Cuſtome to whom Cuſtome, Fear to whom | 
Fear, Honour to whom Honour. ; 

So then, every ſubject is to pay Obedience to his | 
Prince, as being the Miniſter of God. No man, no | 
order of men can plead exemption or diſpenſation from 
it. For the words are gezeral and indefinite, and being | 
of a moral nature comprehend a/#/ Potentates and al/ | 
Subjefts in all times and places. This is the ſenſe of 
the moſt ancient and learned Commentatours upon 
the place. | | | 
And according to them that of St. Peter in his -

I Epiſtle and 2 Chap. Hath the ſame extent and 
meaning, where he bids, Submzt ”=_ ſelves to every 
ordinance of man for the Lord's ſake, whether it be to 
the XK, ing as Supreme, or unto Governours, as unto them 
that are ſent by him for the puniſhment of evil-doers 
and for the praiſe of them that doe well. For ſo is the 
will of God that with well-doeing ye may put to filence 
the ignorance of fooliſh men. 
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AQ. 5. 29. 


Dan. 3. 18. 
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But theſe Apoſtolical precepts muſt beunderſtood ts 
extend no farther than to things warrantable by a 
previous Law of God: For if a King command or 
enat any thing that is contrary to what God hath 
already declard to be his will, therein the Subject is 
to not yield obedience to hum. The reaſon of it is, 
becauſe God is Superiour tothe King, and all rhe Au. 
riority the King hath, he hath received from God : 
And theretore no good Chriſttan will nor oughtto obey 
his Prince any farther, than it may be conſiſtent with 
his primary duty to God. And the Apoſtolical 
practice herein is a good comment upon the Do&rine. 
When ſome of the Apoſtles were commanded by the 
Sanhedrim of the Jews not to ſpeat at all, nor teach 
in the name of Feſus, they gave this Anſwer, Whether 
it be right in the ſight of God to hearken unto you more 
than unto God, judge ye, for we cannot but ſpeak the 
things we have ſeen and heard. And afterward, when 
they charged them with negle&t and diſregard of their 
commands, ſaying, did we not ftraitly command you 
that you ſhould not teach in this name, and Behold you 
have fil'd Feruſalem with your Dottrine, they anſwer'd 
and ſaid, We ought fo obey God rather than mes. 

The like to which had been done before'by ſore 
holy men of God under the old Teſtament. When 
King Nebuchandnezzar had. ſet up a Golden Image and 
had mawle a decree that every perſon ander bis Goverament 
ſhould fall down and worſhip it, and that he that deny dit, 
ſhould be caſt into the midſt of a burning fiery furnace ; 
Shadrach, Meſhach and Abednego would not regard his 
Decree, and told him they would not ſerve his Gods, wor 
worſhip the Golden Image which he had ſet up. 

And when King Darius had. Eſtabliſhed a Royal Stas | 

tute 
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tate that whoſecver ſhould ak a Petition of any God 
or Man for thirty days fave of himſelf, he ſhould be 
caſt into a dew of Lydus. The Prophet Daniel when he 
knew the King fignd this writing went into his 
houſe, and his window being open in his chamber he 
kuceled upon bis knees three times a day, and prayed, 
and gave thanks unto his God as he did aforetime. 

From all which it is evident, that the Commands 
of a King are obligatory to every SubjeCt except where 
they cantradict the. Commands of God ; and then the 
Subjet may lawfnlly deny the performance of them. 
But then he ovght to be well fatisfyed by ſerious 
and deliberate examination of the matter, that whar 
he fo refuſeth bears a real contrariety tothe Commands 
of God : For a Conſcience, not thusreify'd, cannot 
juſtifie any ſach refuſal. Theſe Holy Men indeed 
now mention'd deny'd obedience to the commands of 
their Governours, but, Firſt, they were truly ſatisfied 
that in performing of them they ſhould direQtly vio- 
ate the Laws of God. | | 

And after all, if a man cannot with any fatisfaction 
to his ſoul to give an Attive Obedience to the Laws of 
his Prince, yet he muſt yield a Paſſive Obedience : 3.6. 
if he cannot with a good Conſcience doe the Law he 
muſt quietly fufer the penalty of it ; he muſt nor re- 
fiſt-his Prince with force or violence, but patiently 
ſubmit to the puniſhments he ſhall inflict upon 
tim. 
-- Fhis'is a Doctrine that is harſh to fleſh and bloud, 
and ſo indeed are moſt of rhe Dottrines of the Goſpel, 
bur is as clearly the Chriſtian's duty as any other there 
revealed. St. Paul is as urgent for this Paſſive Obe- 
diexce as for the Aive in the verſe following the 

Text. 
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"Text. Whoſoever therefore, faith he, refiſteth the proey 
reſiſteth the Ordinance of God, and they that refiſt ſhall 
receive to themſelves Damnation. 

And fo is St. Peter in the words following thoſe 
afore-cited from him, Servants be ſubjett to your Ma- 
ters with all fear, not onely to the good and gentle: 
but alſo to the froward ; for this is thankworthy if a 
man for Conſcience toward God endure Grief, ſuffering 
wrowefully. For what glory is it if when ye be buffeted 
for your faults ye ſhall take it patiently» But if 
when ye doe well, and ſuffer for it, ye take it patiently, 
this is acceptable with God. And then he propoſeth 
Chriſt as the great pattern and exemplar for it, - For 
even hereunto were ye called becauſe Chriſt alſo ſuffered 
for us leaving us au example that we: ſhould follow his 
ſteps, who did no fin, neither was guile found in his 
mouth, who when he was reviled, reviled not again, 
when he ſuffer d threatned not, but committed himſelf 
to him that judgeth righteouſly. en 

And both St. Peter and St. Paul with all the other 
Apoſtles ated anſwerably to this Doftrine and their 
Maſter's example. This we are aſcertain'd from their 
Ads recorded by St. Luke, and from other Hiſtories 
of their Lives. The Governours of the Church that 
followed the Apoſtles in the firſt Centuries, and fo 
had reaſon to underſtand zhezr DoQrine beſt, exattly 
tranſcrib'd this Copy; publickly teaching and praQt-

Bancrofe 
had brazen'd their Foreheads and were refolv'd to ſay $7843: Pol 
any thing that would ſerve their deſigns in dethroning 

the Rightfull Sovereign.. And indeed there is nothing 

in the World could doe it more etfectually than this ; 


for . the Subject, being once. perſuaded of, the Lawful- 
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neſs of Reſiſting his Prince, any little humour or paſſj- 
on , any private grudge or animoſity would be ſoon 
heated into open Rebellion. And fo it follow'd ; the 
viperous progeny of theſe men in after years improv'd 
and promoted their Fathers principles : They fate 
brooding a while upon that Cocatrice's Egg; and 
then Rebellion and Regicide ſprang from it. The 
Malecontented people did attually rebel, and King 
Charles 1. was murthered. And, not ſatisfied with 
that, the ſame men have with the ſame Trumpet of 
late ſounded another Alarm to Battel. And there- 
tore it is but neceſſary that the Clergy of theChurchof 
England ſhould as loudly ſound a Retreat by proclaim- 
ing the duty of Nonreſiſtence and Paſlive Obedience. 
And it is their glory and their honour that they doe 
ſo, becauſe they are hereby true to God, the King 
Speech con- and the Church. Notwithſtanding ſome of the Ex- 
cerning Bill e1uding Speech-makers caſt it into their Teeth as their 
printed for ſhame and reproach. The ſhame be onely theirs that 
Baldwin. contrary to Oaths and proteſtations, throw dirt in the 
face of their Venerable Mother, and for no other 
reaſon malign their Spiritual Guides, but becauſe 
they tell them the Truth. That of St. Pau/ is very 
2 Tim. 3- 8. Applicable to.thern, As Fannes and Fambres withſtood 
Moſes, fo do theſe alſo refift the Truth : men of corrupt 
minds, reprobate concerning the Faith, but they fhall

For, Marcellus told the Romans that Subjetts 
L 4 c- 8 might wiſh for good Princes but ought to bear with 
any. 'And Pliny, That as memare Reverent in _ 
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behaviour when they converſe with God, /o ought Pref. ad Ad- 
they to be in their deportment to their King. And as _ 
the Supreme part of the World is above thediſlurbance 1. .. exem. 
of the lower Regions ſo the Courts of Princes are not Po. c. 15. 
' to be profar'd with the rude approaches of their peo- 
ple. Sacred and revereable was the Perſon of a 
King among the Antient Heathens, by the mere light 
of natural Religion. 

After all this ſome perhaps may Quzre in particular, 
What if Our King ſhould actually endeavour todeſtroy 
the Religion that is now by Law Eftabliſh'd, or puniſh 
us for the open profeſſion of it, might we not then 
Lawfully take up Arms, and liſt up our hands againſt 
him in defence of Religion? To this I cannot an- 
ſwer better than in the words of the Learned Dean 
of Canterbury, viz. © That the Chriſtian Religion Leer to late 
* doth plainly forbid the reſiſtence of Authority ; Lord Rel: 
* That though our Religion be Eſtabliſhed by Law, . 
* yetin rity A Law that Eſtabliſheth our Religion, 
* 1t is declared that it is not lawfull upon any pre- 
_ © tence whatſoever to take up Arms againſt the King. 
* Beſides that, there is a particular Law declaring the 
«* power of the Militia to be ſoley in the King ; and 
* that tyes the hands of Subjefts though the Law of 
* Nature and the General Rules of Scripture had left 
** us at liberty, which I believe they doe not, becauſe 
« the Government and peace of Humane Society could 
* wot wel ſubfiſt upon thoſe Terms. 

"Thus the Queſtion is reſolved by that Reverned 
Perſon, + But (bleſſed be God) there is no reaſon to 
ask this Queſtion, calculated onely for the Meridian 
of a bloudy- Antichriſtian Covenant, or Aſſociation. 
It is a Queſtion. as unſeaſanable now, as it is at all 
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times improper for a Diſciple of the Son of God, who 
never needs the Arm of fleſh to defend his cauſe. Bur, 
becauſe the evil of puniſhment is uſually the ſureſt 
convittion 'of the evil of fin, to fatisfie you fully of 
the wickedneſs of Treaſon and Rebellion npon all 
Accounts whatſoever, I ſhall here take leave to ob- 
ſerve a while their direfull and tremendous conſequen- 
ces, or the ſignal puniſhments that have attended 
them, recorded both in facred and civil Story for our 
Admonition.

Pope Gregory VII. (the firſt Pope that took the im- 
' pudence to excommunicate and depoſe Kings) having 
{lirr'd up the Princes of Germany againſt the Emperour 
Henry IV. and by them endeavouring his utter Ruine, 
was, during the. Conteſt, by the conſegt of his own 
people, turn'd out of the Papacy, and at length by a 
ſenſe of his own miſeries, upon his death-bed forced 
to confeſs and lament his crime, imputing it to the 
inſtigation of the Devil. This we may believe from 
the Relation which Szgebert gives of it, who lived at 
that time, though Bearmin many years after charges 
him with a lie, tor no other reaſon but becauſe he 
was Loyal to the Emperour. 

' Radolph Duke of Szevia, the great inſtrument of 
that Pope in the War againſt the Emperour, loſt his 
Right Hand, and received ſome other mortal wounds, 
of which being ready to die, he bitterly bewail'd his

* Which death of hers was the forerunner to that of

* ſomewhat touch him ; but without doubt, _ 
| * whic 
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« which ſtuck neareſt to him, ' was his real conſiders- 
& tion that he could never aſcend to ſuch a height of 
« Sovereignty, as- his ambitious deſires had long gz- 
«* ped after. And theſe ſorrows and perplexitics of 
« his reſtleſs mind, meeting with ſome natural infir- 
* mities of his Body, ſtruck him into a ſharp and 
© feverith diſtemper, of which in a tew days (not- 
« withſtanding his own and his Chaplins Revelations 
<«.to the contrary ) he died in' great diſcompoſure, 
«* upon the ſame day of the month whereon he had 
<« been twice wonderfully victorious. 

« After his death, his Carcaſe, though it was arti- 
* ficially embowelled and embalmed with Aromatick 
« Odours, wrapt alſo in fix-fold Cerecloth, and put in

« yetdidit in a ſhort time ſo ſtrangely ferment, that

And here I cannot but add that his memory wil 
ever ſtink as did his Body, both equally loathſome 
and abominable to all Good Men. ' ( Wretch that he 
was, who, to- perfe& the ſum of all his Villanies, ad 
ded this as the laſt Figure, that when he had ſolemnly 
proteſtcd to take care for the ſafety and weltare of 
his Prince, he brought him to the Block, and. ſtruck 
oft his Head before bi own Royal Palace in the face of 


the Sun and the People, and even then wip'd his mouth 
and ſaid. he had done no wickedneſs.) But neither 
yet had. the Divine Vengeance leſt him : ' For ab 
though he had at his dearth uſurp'd the Sepulchre, as 
. 4n his /ife the 7 krone of a King, yet he was not ſuffered

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to remain there in peace, or to mix with Royal Duſt, 


' but not long after his Interrment, was dig'd up and 


drawn thence on a hurdle to Zyburs, the place which 
he did beſt deſerve and become ; where he hung 
ſtinking in his corruptions with as much Shame and 
Infamy as before he had lain in State and Grandeur, 


| a reproach to all proſperous wickedneſs, and a ſcarc- 


crow to Rebellion. 

And this reminds. us alſo of the inglorious ends of 
many of his Fellow-Trytours, who died about that 
time by the hand of the Common Hangman ; and 
whoſe Head and Quarters are yet ſtanding upon the 
Bridge or other places of our Metropolis, as laſting 
monuments of their villany. 

And happy had it been for ſome of later date, if 
theſe or any other examples could have given them 
warning, thoſe late Rebells againſt King Char/es II. 
many of whom we all know have had the fame Fate 
with their predeceſſours, to ſuffer the legal puniſh- 
ment due to their crimes. And one of them to avoid 
the Hand of pu#lick Juſtice, as Achitophel and Zimri, 
fell by. his own, became his own ſhamefull Executi- 
ONET. 

Thus you have ſeen, from the beginning of the 
World to our own Age, the Atours ot Rebellion and 
Treaſon exemplarly puniſhed. But I deny not that 
there have been of old and yet are ſome Rebels and 
Traitours that go to their Graves in peace like other 
men dying natural and eaſie deaths. Yet this ought 
not to be any plea for or encouragement to their 
wickedneſs; becauſe we ſee God hath given ex- 
ample enough to the contrary 7 terrorem to affright 
others from'it: And "—_— it be as to this _
